I am now in bad need of friends abroad 
because the food situation over here is 
Strained and I amfighting a desperate 
battle for the life and health of my wife 
who suffers badly from ill-nourishment. 
and underweight and is threatened by 
starvation. This is pretty hard to con- 
fess for a man who has been director of 
a big work for the last 25 years and you 
will no doubt understand that this cry 
for help is meant quite seriously. 

Please believe me, I would never try * 
such a way if there was no urgent need: 
my wife has now only 88 lbs? of weight 
and as for myself, I used to have 186 
lbs. in 1939 and now ‘am down at the half 
of it,-i.e., 9 lbs} 

As a matter of fact I am looking for 
friends who could send some victuals or: 
food or from whom I could buy such. It 
is such a pity that there is no possi- 
bility to buy anything from America be- - 
cause there are no means to send money 
over there or rather, that our Mark has 
no value at all. Therefore, all I can do 
is to appeal to the generous heart of the 
Great American People whose generosity is 
well. known to me from the time I lived 
in the States.

WIND RIVER VACATION 


After two days of almost continuous 
driving from Bishop we arrived at the 
town of Burris, Wyoming, and found that 
15 other knapsackers had already departed 
for the base camp 1.miles up in the 
foothills. We finally arrived at the 
camp just about dark, and as I approach- 
ed the campfire I sdw shadowy figures 
darting here and there in great confu- 
Sion; pots were clattering; voices were 
being raised in protest against the cui- 
Sine. These, I concluded, were knap- 
sackers,. 

The next day we arrived at the: upper | 
camp after a 15 mile hike, the last few 
miles of trail being somewhat waterlog- 
ged. Here we found otrselves at the 
headwaters of Dinwoody Creek, a fairly 
goodesized glacial stream. The canyon 
divided into the Dinwoody glacier basin 
and the Gannett glacier basin. A good 
deal of the canyon below us was sur-~ 
prisingly like the Kings canyon near 
Grouse Ifeadows: high walls riding ra- 
ther abruptly from the meadows below; 
however, unlike the Sierra,’ these high 
walls gave out onto level rocky pla- 
teaus. 

Exploration of the two glacier basins 
was the plan for the first day. One 
party of nine went up the Gannett Gla- 
cier to explore climbing possibilities; 
they returned in the afternoon deciding 
not to do any climbing. The other par- 
ty, Wheaton Smith, Carl Jensen, and I, 
ascended Dinwoody Glacier, and upon see= 
ing a very spectacular peak called the 
Sphinx, decided to try for its summit, 
It was attained at 5 P.M. after about 
500 feet of third and fourth class 
climbing. According to the register 
there had been six previous ascents, 

The descent on the glacier proved to 

be the most enjoyable part of the climb; 
glissading was possible practically the 
whole way, 

_ Gannett Peak, the highest in Wyoming, 
was climbed by several parties. Those 
who ascended by the usual route were: 
Frank Cary from New York, Ernie Hull 
from Denver, Jim ‘Jilson, heaton Smith, 
Silvia Kershaw, Erick Fries of New 
York, Helene Glass, and Betty Working.

Many of the even very large houses (20- 
to 40-room size) have thatched roofs in 
this country. Simply amazing. I have 
pictures of many--including the combina- 
tion of thatch with corrugated iron. 
Near Corfe the roofs are frequently about 
2-inch thick stone, which allowed the 
people to laugh at incendiaries. War is 
certainly close over here. It's like a 
different worlds 

It's not only different in attitude 
toward war. There are no parks which 
correspond to our National Forests, etc. 
Almost every piece of land in the country 
belongs to someone. [Even the ruins of 
Corfe Castle have a fence and a gate with 
an admission charge. The streams are 
posted "Private Fishing". The wodded 
areas have walls or fences around them, ' 
Loud huzzas for the Sierra Club efforts 
to prevent that in the Sierra Nevada. I 
don't think I had a full appreciation of 
what we have out there. |
